SEEDING AGAIN COMMENCES 
AFTER DELAY BY RAINS 


Last Monday, just as most of the 
farmers were preparing to go on the 
land, rains and snow were prevalent 
over the entire district and all land 
operation had to be suspended. Since 
that date intermittant showers and 
snow flurries have continued and it 
was not until Tuesday of this week 
that the skies cleared off and the sun 
appeared again, However, with the 
prospects of better weather seeding 
operations are again under way and 
by the week end will be general in 
the Carbon district. 

A survey of the district by the ele- 
vator agents indicates that approxi- 
mately ten per cent of the wheat has 
been seeded around here. Some farm- 
ers have as much as 100 acres and 
more sown, while others have com- 
pleted their wheat seeding. On the 
other hand, many have not started. 

It has been reported that farmers 
are working night and day in an en- 
deavor to get their crop in, The sea- 
son is late and every precaution is 
being made to get the seed in early 
in order to avoid early fall frosts. 

Local citizens are again beginning 
to feel the urge of spring activities, 
and are turning their thoughts to the 
gardens. 

While the season is a bit late it is 
expected that there will be no reduc- 
tion in the acreage sown to spring 
wheat around this district, providing, 
however, that the weather is favor- 
able until seeding is completed.
